So far so good.- Courtesy is highly desirable and serves to 


make the world happier wherever it is practiced. 
If il can be 


; promoted by formal campaigns such campaigns cannot be 
'' inaugurated too soon or pressed loo givorously. 


Courtesy should be tanglit and insisted upon in the homes 


and the schools,,for those, are the starting points of the chil- 
dren in Ihc lessons of life. 
One of (he best ways lo leach 


courlcsy is lo practice il, and when example alone is nol suf- 
ficient there should be firm insistence on the part of parcnls 
and teachers. With proper training in (heir lender years the 
average boy and girl will be courteous, as if by nature and 
illSlillCt. 


True politeness springs from Hie rishl spirit as well as from 


propSr training. -.There arc-many men and women who lack 
sadly what is (o be gained from formal (raining and social ad- 
vantages, and yet who arc nol lo be outdone in true courtesy. 
We all see such men and women every day, and they have the 
respect of all right-thinking people- however much they may 
lack in what is commonly known as "polish." Their manners 
may be crude, but a considerate act or word prompted by a 
kind heart is courlc'sy In ils (rue sense and seldom fails of ap- 
preciation.

The hurly-burly of modern life is responsible for much Ilia! 


pusses for discourtesy, but which is not intended lo be such. 
The streets add street cars.are crowded with people hurrying 
to and from their places of:j.tusiuess and employment, and in 
(he jam it seems 16 be necessary for each one to look-out for 
himself. 
Under.these circumstances there is more or less 


crowding and pushing, and a person unused (o it might feel 
that he was being poorly treated. But in the majority of cases 
no discourtesy is intended. 


Courtesy is a genuine virtue and we cannot have loo much 


of (he real thing. No sensible man or woman enjoys thai form 
of politeness which is chiefly spectacular, but considerate acts 
ami kind words prompted by true sympathy and a desire to 
.smooth the rough places in" life cannot be too highly com- 
mended or loo sedulously practiced. 


If "courtesy campaigns" will do any good, let them come. 


Hut Ihe probability is that if courtesy is properly taught to 
children' and their elders do nol forgcl (he obligations resting 
upon (hem, there will he liUle^uced of formal campaigns for 
die promotion of civil and considerate conduct, in public and 
in private.
